The “picture” given by these 
American Negroes to Europe is 
about this: 

There are in America about 
15,000,000 Negroes, making up 
about 15 per cent of the popula- 
tion. That exceeds that of any 
foreign-born population group. 

At the time o freedom, in 1865, 
about 96 per cent of the Negroes 
in the United States were illit- 
erate. Today a good 95 per cent 
can read and write and the hunger 
of the Negro for education is 
marked. In New York City, for 
example, the literacy of the Ne- 
gro population is of a higher per- 
centage than that of the foreign- 
born white population. 

The American Negro, for all 
his difficulty with entrance into 
higher educational institutions, 
nonetheless has more opportunity | 
than the average Englishman. Of | 
the 15,000,000 Negroes in the 
United States there are 128,000 
enrolled in American colleges 
and universities. Of the more 
than 50,000,000 persons in Britain 
only 85,000 young men and women 
are enrolled in universities. 

Progress has been marked in 
the South. Today there are only 
five Southern States in which Ne- 
groes are not admitted to state | 
universities in at least some of the 
graduate courses. In 1910 there 
were only 42 Negro high schools 
in the South. Today there are | 
2,900. The value of Negro schools | 
in the South was less than $80.- | 
000.000 in 1940. Today it is above | 
$150,000.000. Negro professors | 
are regular faculty members in 
more than 70 Northern universi- | 
ties. |

What the peoples of Europe find 
most difficult to believe is that 
of the 15,000,000 Negroes, almost 
900.000 own their own homes, 
farmers hold title to more than 
12,000,000 acres of land, and that 
Negroes have accumulated more 
than $5 billion in savings. 

Two hundred Negro insurance 
companies and banks have assets 
‘ of more than $100,000.000. 

American Negroes own approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 automobiles, 
which is a higher ratio of owner- 
ship than exists in England and 
probably is higher than in any 
European country 

While a national FEPC has 
failed of enactment, there are 
already 11 states and 21 cities 
which have adopted legislation 
seeking to guarantee equal em- 
ployment opportunity.

There, Ed- 
mund Blair, a weekly newspaper 
publisher, had refused to comply 
with a resolution by the State 
Democratic Executive Committee,

SUSTAINED BY TOP COURT 


Sustained by the Alabama Su- 
preme Court, Mag was defeated 
April 3 in U. S. Supreme Court by 
the division reiterated today. In 
the majority were Reed, Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson and Associate Justices 
Burton, Clark and Minton. A dis- 
sent by Associate Justice Jackson 
was joined by Associate Justice 
Douglas. Associate Justices Black 
and Frankfurter abstained, the lat- 
ter because he did not hear the 
arguments on the issue. 

Justice Reed in the 16-page ma- 
jority opinion found the Constitu- 
tion presented no barrier to such 
a pledge as that in Alabama. His- 
tory, he added, teaches that elec- 
tors were expected to support the 
party nominees.

Contrastingly, the Jackson-Doug- 
las dissent said under the Alabama 
plan an aspiring elector must 
*‘pawn his ballot to a candidate”’ 
yet unnamed. The two dissenters 


also felt the ‘“‘demise of the whole 
electoral system’’ would be no dis- 
aster, and that indeed, direct elec- 
tions of a President would be a 
gain or “‘simplicity and integrity.” 

The’ Blair test was hurried to 
the Supreme Court when ‘he an- 
nounced that as an elector he 
would not vote for ‘“‘Harry S. Tru- 
man or for anyone who advocates 
the Truman-Humphrey civil rights 
program.” 

Describing the Alabama _ case, 
Justice Reed proceeded then to a 
discussion of the general situation. 
He said the applicable provisions 
of the Constitution on their face 
furnish no definite answer whether 
a state may permit a party to re- 
quire party regularity from its pri- 
mary candidates for national elec- 
tors. 


BY AUTHORITY OF STATE 


“The presidential electors,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘exercise a_ federal 
function in balloting for president 
and vice-president, but they are 
not federal officers or agents any 
more than the state elector who 
votes for congressman. They act 
by authority of the state that in 
turn receives its authority from 
the federal Constitution. 


‘Neither the language of Article 
II, Section I, nor that of the 12th 
Amendment forbids a party to re- 
quire from candidates in its pri- 
mary a pledge of political con- 
formity with the aims of the party. 
Unless such a requirement is im- 
plicit, certainly neither provision 
of the Constitution requires a state

BERLIN, April 15 (®—A package 
believed to contain a bomb appar- 
ently aimed at the imprisoned Hit- 
ler clique has been intercepted, 
German police said tonight. 

The package was sent from 
Southern Germany with no return 
address. It arrived at the Spandau 
War Crimes Prison and was con- 
fiscated by the British, who are in 
charge of the guard this month 
over Rudolf Hess and six other 
major figures of the Third Reich, 
all serving long terms.

Freight Rate Hike 


Is Blow to Georgia 


Although it comes as no particular sur- 
prise, the additional $15,000,000 freight bill 
handed to Georgia shippers Monday by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission sets us 
back a year in our efforts to achieve equality 
in rail rates with the North. It did not, for- 
tunately, wipe out all the gains made during 
the last 20 vears. 


The increase was granted because the 
railroads were able to put up strong argu- 
ments over increased: operating costs as a 
result of wage hikes in the industry and re- 
lated industries. 


Similar arguments have been used to gain 
increases in other public service industries— 
increases which add a little more in each case 
to the burdens oi the consuming public. 

In other words, the industries concerned 
are passing on to the consumer revenue 
losses from past wage and other cost hikes— 
an inevitable process. 

It follows the familiar pattern. Wage 
hikes are followed by price increases in al- 
most direct proportion. Who gains? 

We are now in the process of seeing an- 
other spiral upward generated through the 
steel crisis. Even though the steel industry 
may be forbidden by government to pass all 
its wage increases immediately on to the 
consumer, eventually it will. Hikes in cost 
of production without a corresponding in- 
crease in that production will be made up at 
the expense of all citizens. 

Increases in the cost of living engendered 
by this process destroy any gains made by 
individual groups under pressure of emer- 
gency. Further cheapening of the value of 
the dollar destroys savings and investments, 
lessens the amount of defense goods we may 
purchase for security without further tax in- 
creases, and adds to the necessity for deficit 
spending. 

The added freight bill is a blow to Geor- 
gia’s industrial growth. It will mean a hike 
in the cost of living for Georgia citizens. 
Just as surely the current troubles in steel, in 
telephone and telegraph service eventually 
will be translated into added costs of the 
items we have come to consider necessities. 

Nobody gains from inflation!

In Large Doses 


Krilium is coming to Georgia! 

This summer the University of Georgia 
College of Agriculture will test this new 
chemical which seems to work wonders with 
the soil. . 

Two hundred pounds of the soil restorer 
will be used in field research and in green- 
house experiments. Directing the tests will 
be an old hand with krilium, Dr. Francis 
Johnstone, “Ag” School horticulturist who 
pioneered in research with the stuff at Ohio 
State University. 

Dr. Johnstone says.that krilium’s value 
lies in its ability to keep soil from packing, 
for making it porous and mellow, and for the 
long-time effect of its application.

When will the people of this country de- 
mand that steps be taken to stop this wast- 
age?

If America continues to’allow waste of 
her resources, particularly her soil resources, 
the nation cannot endure. Without soil, the 
nation will die. The record of civilization is 
filled with — reminders of this horrible 
fact. 

Related to thid flood on the Mississippi 
and the Missouri is the continuous battle now 
going on in Washington to destroy the soil 
conservation program as now set up. 

It is inconceivable that Congress could 
destroy a service which has resulted in an 
agricultural revolution, particularly in the 
South—a revolution which. has added to the 
sum total of our land resourtes and our pro- 
ductivity many times over its actual cost. 
The soil conservation program is an invest- 
ment in the future of this country, in each 
living individual and in those yet to be born. 

Senator Russell, along with other experts 
in the field, maintains that payment of part 
of the cost of certain conservation practices 
cannot be considered a subsidy. 

It has been determined that approxi- 
mately 2% acres of soil at the present state 
of fertility in America are required to supply 
raw materials for clothing and shelter for 
each individual in the country. With the 
rapid growth of our population, we are al- 
ready approaching a deficit in land required 
for a reasonable living standard. When the 
basic food supply, clothing, and shelter of 
each individual in the nation are endangered, 
these conservation leaders maintain that it is 
a national problem requiring nationwide 
measures. We agree. 

Soil washed away from a Georgia hillside 
is as surely destructive of the national 
strength as is the current Missouri flood. 

In both instances, the national respon- 
sibility cannot be evaded. 

The future of America lies in saving our 
soil. 

We must intensify, not lessen, our efforts 
{n both soil conservation and flood control.

Mr. Webb said that to get into the cattle 
business he had spent considerable money 
building fences and preparing pastures, Los- 
ing $600 worth of his herd in a hurry, through 
rabies, is naturally discouraging. He has said 
as much. 

There are other cattle raisers in Georgia 
who feel the same way.

Chamblee—It has been pro- 
posed in Congress that the peo- 
ple nominate the candidates for 
president and_ vice-president 
from each party by means of a 
presidential primary. This is 
known as the Douglas-Bennett 
Bill, having been proposed by 
Sen. Paul Douglas (Dem., Il.) 
and Congressman Charles Ben- 
nett (Dem., La.). 

I believe that it is more dem- 
ocratic to let all the voters have 
a chance to name their candi- 
dates than to have a few po- 
litical bosses in the ‘“smoke- 
filled back room” decide who 


will represent the party. Of 
what use is a vote if it must be 
cast for someone not desired by 
but the back-room poli- 
ticians. 

This bill authorizes the attor- 
ney general to negotiate with 
Georgia as well as with the rest 
of the 48 states for the estab- 
lishment of presidential prefer- 
ence primaries. The Federal 
Government will contribute 20 
cents per voter to help defray 
the cost of holding the pri- 
maries.

TATE MOUNTAIN—Below Jasper, where the 
road curved at the top of a ridge, we got the 


first good view of the mountains, 
brat-rats started yelping like fox-terriers. 


and all the

Sharp-top,” they kept yelling, as the landmark peak that looks like 


an ice cream cone came into view, 


and they kept up the clamor 


until I had to yell at them that if they didn’t shut up we'd turn 
right around and go home and not spend Faster at the mountain at 
all. They didn’t believe it, of course, but they quieted down, though 
they were still quivering and as excited as puppies, and one little 
boy, I found out, even had his swimming trunks on under his blue 
jeans, as if he was going to jump right out of the car into the lake. 


But as we turned at Jasper 
and began the long climb over 
the dirt road to the mountain it 
was clear that there probably 
wouldn’t be any swimming after 
all.. The warmth of spring was 
still in the car, but when you 
stuck your hand out, the wind 


felt chill. The spring was still 
dragging its feet, reluctant to 
climb to these high cloudy 
places. The dogwood were just 
beginning to bud, where they 
stood in clearings on sunny 
slopes, but where the woods 
were thick the winter. still 
dwelt. : 


And when we got to the 
lake the water looked hard, 
and blue, and cold, and a gift. . 
cold wind was riffling it. 
Oley, the man who looks after 
the place, said there hadn’t 
been much warm weather yet, 
and the spring was slow in 
coming. 


So, we didn’t stop at the lake. 
And the house looked bleak, and 
silent, and lonesome, like all 
locked and silent houses always 
look. But it hadn’t been lone- 
some in the house, nor uninhab- 
ited. Every field mouse and fly- 
ing squirrel and chipmunk in 
Pickens County had made his 
winter residence there. They 
had held high carnival there all 
winter, from the looks of things, 
roistering the long winter away 
snug and safe from the storms. 


The floors were thick with the 
shells of acorns they had drag- 
ged in from the woods, and in 
the middle of every bed was a 
little nest of shells where they 
had held feasts and »anquets 
and revels of various kinds.

And sure enough, 
that’s where they had built their 
nests. In the fibre-glass lining 
of the stove, the two-inch thick 
insulation that covers the top 
and the sides. They had bur- 
rowed through this, and it must 
have scratched them, for they 
had lined their passageways 
with tiny bits of “Gone With the 
Wind,” and the cotton from the 
mattresses, and the stuffing 
from the sofa cushions, and 
there must have been a dozen 
families of them that had lived 
here in happy content, pausing 
only now and then to eat a half- 
bushel] of acorns, and another 
chapter of “GWTW.”

And the next morning the fog 
came on again, and then the 
rain, and after the rain came 
sleet, and the wet logs steamed 
and sizzled on. the fire, filling 
the room with the smell of 
smoke,

it, as they like all things that 
take them away from school, 
and the home routine.

Prices have shot up in récent 
years, we are reminded, and:so 
have taxes. But national’ fn- 
come and producfidn have risen 
even faster, with the result that 
people have’ more expendable 
ineome and savings than at any 
time in the past. This tells the 
story better than any figures 
and charts—we are living +37 
per cent better than in the boom 
year of 1929! That means more 
automobiles, more refrigerators, 
more TV and radio sets; and 
more steaks for the average man 
to eat. .If the picture’ is cém- 
pared with conditions: as they 
existed in the depression years, 
the contrast is ail the more -e- 
markable. It is astounding! 

That is what the Republicans 
are up against. They realize 
they will have no walk-away 
with the election, -whatever -he 
issues they raise. It is the thing 
that gives the Democrats hope 
in a situation none too opti- 
mistic otherwise. Leaders of 
the party in power are counting 
heavily on the economic uplift 
to pull the coming election out 
of the fire for them.

Never a Dull Moment in Early Georgia 


Probahly the most fantastic scheme ever conceived to create a 
dictatorship and to do it legally was the Talfeur-Williams plan to 
gain control of the colony of Georgia. At that time, -1739, titles 
to lands granted settlers were not transferable and the sale of 
liquor was forbidden. Talfeur was a doctor of questionable in- 
tegrity and Williams was Georgia’s first “big shot” bootlegger. 
These characters secured a,secret petition signed by the majority 
of the colonists requesting that they be allowed to dispose of their 
lands as they desired. It seemed a fair and simple thing, but 
when Oglethorpe found out what was afoot, he rushed a plea to 
England that it be rejected and exposed the fraud behind it. 
Here is a part of his communication: “There is one Talfeur an 
Apothecary Surgeon who gives Physick and one Williams of whom 
I wrote you formerly, a Merchant who quitted planting to sell 
Rum. To these two, almost all of the Town is in debt for Physick 
and Rum and they have raised a strong desire that Lands may be 
alienable and then they would take the Lands for the Debts, 
monopolize the County and settle it with Negros. You cannot 
imagine how much uneasiness I have here.”
